There has been some little’ 
trouble recently at different, 
places among our people 
over the above subject. This 
has been caused by outsiders | 
coming into the services, and 
taking the opportunity during | 
the testimony service and de- 


‘that did not keep the Seventh’ 


Many of our people are 
inexperi- 
enced and when anything of 
this kind occurs it makes 
some impression on them. 
There are no people on earth 
that are more determined to 
do right, and live right, and 
get to heaven than our broth- 
ers and sisters of the Church 
of God. So of course if some 
one makessuch an expres- 
sion and declares emphatic- 
ally that all will be lost that 
do not keep the Seventh day 
Sabbath, it will have more 
or less effect on the little 
lambs. At least, it will cause 
them to make some inquirey 
about the truthfulness of 
course the statement. 
Of thestatement is incor- 
rect and absurd. It is an im- 
position for any one to come 
into our services and take ad- 
vantage of the precious un- 
wary souls and try to fill their 
minds with such false doc- 
trine. Pastors and leaders 
should not allow this to be 
continued. Of course we 
want to treat people with re- 
spect and due courtesy, but 
we should love our dear peo- 
ple well enough to protect 
them from such poison. 

We do not object to peo- 
ple reading and talking about 
the fourth commandment, but 
when it comes to observance 
it is much better to remem- 
ber the one givenin Lev. 
11:44, and repeated in 1 Pet. 
1:16, ‘Be ye holy.” 

The truth of the matter is 
that the Seventh day Sab- 
bath was a shadow(Col.2:17.) 
from Christ, and when Christ 
really came, there was no 
need of the shadow. Jesus 
told the Jews who “strained 
ata gnat and swallowed a 
camel” that He was the 
“Lord of the Sabbath.” It is 
not so much the day that we 
want to observe as it is the 
Lord of the day. 

In his history which 1m- 
mediately follows that of the 
acts of the apostles Eusebius 
points out that the early 
Christians did not observe

‘the Seventh day Sabbath. In 
giving a briet skecth concern- 
ing the saints, from Abraham 
down to Moses, among other 
things he says, “They did 
not, therefore, regard cir- 
cumcision, nor observe the 
neither do we; 


certain foods, nor regard oth- 
which Moses 


observed to types and sym- 
bols, because such things as 
these do not belong to Chris- 
tians.”’ 

This bit of history is in 
such harmony with the teach- 
ings of Scripture that we re- 
gard it as worthy of notice. 
And besides this, the history 
of Eusibius is regarded by 
all Ecclesiastical scholars as 
a standard work showing the 
practices of the early Chris- 
tians just following the apos- 
tles. It is evident both from 
Scripture and history that 
the Jewish or Seventh day 
Sabbath was not observed 
by the early Christians, as 
advocators of the Seventh 
day Sabbath try to make it 
appear in these days. 

We could show from 
Luke’s history of the early 
church and their acts, where 
on several occasions, the 
first day of the week was ob- 
served as atime for worship, 
but not asa Sabbath with 
the rigid rules that surround- 
ed the Seventh day Sabbath. 

This ought to be enough to 
show that the Seventh day 
Adventists are wrong in say- 
ing that everybody will be 
lost that don’t observe the 
Seventh day Sabbath accord- 
ing to their view. 

Our pecple should not al- 
low such a delusive doctrine 
to claim their attention. It 
should be ignored, and the 
person that advocates it 
should not be allowed to 
take any active part in our 
services, unless they should 
agree not to mention it, and 
then only those whom we 
think might be delivered from 
the delusion. 

The reason I am so strenu- 
ous and bold on this subject 
is because | know the dan- 
ger. To accept this delusion 
means to swallow what fol- 
lows. From this, one falls 
into “soul-sleeping,” “Anni- 
hilation,” ‘no hellism’ and 
other poisons that will wreck 
the spirituality, and darken
